Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: Agreement was reached on two points: A) In general, the aim of the instant 
invention is to separate the web hosting and management functions. The instant invention will intercept content 
reguested from a hosting server and translate the content "on-the-flv". Translated components would then be stored 
separately from the origin web hosting server for subseguent reguests. Lakritz, in contrast, disclose a system where 
the web hosting server stores the translated web pages and original language web pages, resulting in a commingling 
of the web hosting server and management functions. B) Lakritz discloses when performing translation of web pages, 
each web page is translated in its entirety. The instant invention, however, will identify and translate portions of a web 
page, so that a subset of the translatable components of a particular web page can be translated .

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)
